TRIPLE ELOPEMENT STIRS UP ROW IN TWO STATES 


PRINCETON, Neb., Aug. 19.—The 


Princeton State bank was robbed of 
between $1,100 and $1,200 late this 
afternoon by a young man who took 
the money, jumred into a Ford car 
and started north toward Lincoln. 


The 
car 
carried a Lancaster 


county number. 


The young man had been seen in 


thj town for two days past. He had 
been in town at least two hours be- 
fore the robbery. 
He was thought 


to be about thirty years of age, 
medium build, and wore a light suit 
and a cap. 


He loitered around the bank until 


no one bui the assistant cashier was 
In the bank. Then he went in, de- 
manded die money, made the man in 
charge of the bank lie down, and 
escaped.

Chris Elltenhausen is president of 


the bank and Henry L. Riley is 
cashier. 
The bank is on the northeast cor- 


ner of the main intersection streets 
of this little village. 


The roiiber was seen about the 


postoffice half an hour before the 
robbery took place. 


After the robber got the money he 


went out the bank door of the bank 
and reached Ms car which had been 
parked conveniently near.

Marshall then sketched the1 story 


of the killing of the fourteen-year- 
old school boy,- the planning, the 
execution, the stripping of the bo<^P 
and the other incidents. 
Marshall 


early in his argument 
pointed out 


that there can be no lesser penalty 
than death. 


"A lesser penalty would mean the 


violation of the letter of the spirit 
of the law," he said. 


Marshall, who is the first of the 


state's attorneys to argue for the 
death penalty, is one of State Attor- 
ney Crowe's ablest assistants. He is 
known as the "indictment expert" 


Marshall held that Chief Justice 


Caverly, presiding in the case, had 
no right to exercise discretion in 
meting out the punishment, except 
discretion in "carrying out the will 
of the law." 


Marshall recited numerous prece- 


dents on this point.

One of them whispered to 
young Leopold, who laughed heartily 
and then passed the comment along 
to Dickie Loeb, who also expressed 
merriment 


Then the boys turned their atten- 


tion back tp 
Marshall and his 


eloquent appeal that they be hanged. 


When Marshall swung away from 


his opening remarks and waded into 
a huge pile of precedents, the hoys 
leaned back and relaxed. Leopold, a 
student of law, frequently leaned 
over and whispered to his attorneys, 
however, apparently giving an opi»- 
ion on the points made by Marshall. 


One of the biggest crowds that has 


jammed its way into the small court- 
room in the twenty-five days of the 
hearing, was present to hear the 
final arguments, which will deter- 
mine whether the boys hang or go 
to the penitentiary. 
There was a 


solemn silence in the room, practic- 
ally all of the spectators sitting 
tense in the knowledge that they 
were watching the climax of the 
drama. 
Again the women were in prepon- 


derance. 
Defying a heavy rain, 


they stormed the doors of the court 
building and gained entrance. Slim, 
vivacious flappers sat side by side 
with fat, old dowagers, all vieing for 
a glance or a smile from the two 
central figures. 
"This is a government of law—not 


of men," Marshall declared. 


"All persons come into this court 


and are on a plain equality. 
There 


is no distinction between them at 
the bar of justice. No man is above 
the law and none is beyond it Upon 
the question of uniform enforcement 
of the law rests the security of the 
state. The judge and the prosecutor 
alike are officers of the law and 
sworn to uphold it" 


Marshall stated that the first qu°s- 


lion to determine is the responsibil- 
ity of the defendants. 


"If Leopold and Loeb are suffi- 


ciently responsible lo be sentenced 
to the penitentiary, they are equally 
responsible to be sentenced to the 
extreme penalty," he said. "There 
is no distinction between the two."' 


And again Marshall offered numer- 


ous precedents to support his argu-

CHICAGO, Aug. 19.—Great and

There will be a great parade, with 
many bands, banners and torches of 
red fire.

Relief measures provided by the 
republican administration for loan- 
ing the farmer money at high inter- 
est rates with a commission paid to 
middle men for making the loans, 
has encouraged the farmer to go 
still deeper into debt and has made 
his final downfall more certain in 
the end. 


The democratic party has proven

The doctor said of the mother: "She is

When the magistrate inquired: 
"Are they a more ignorant race in America?" 
DR. corELANn 


The doctor replied: 
'iTheir ignorance is colossal, like their confidence." 
I assume that this physician, when he spoke of ignorance, had in 


mind ignorance in regard to health. 


I do not want to be disagreeable, 


but I should like to have this Eng- 
lish doctor compare the death rate 
among infants in his country with 
the death rate among infants in the, 
United States and Canada. No mat- 
ter what his views may be now, ho 
will have much to explain when he 
studies these figures. 


The fact is that the North Ameri- 


can mother is better informed on 
the care of her children than are 
the mothers in any other country in 
the world. 
Our educational system has been 
the means of inculcating informa- 
tion on all matters relating to health 
and hygiene. 
Our health authorities disseminate 


such knowledge. 
Our doctors and nurses have not 


hesitated to spread the gospel of 
good health. 
. 
The result is that American girls 
are taught and American mothers 
know the significance of disease and 
the ways to avoid it. 
In the case referred to, the baby 
was suffering from, an irritation of 
the skin. 
Almost invariably such 


symptoms are due to bad.feeding or 
to the neglect of the stomach and 
intestines of the baby. 
To avoid such uncomfortable skin 


troubles there must be knowledge on 
ie part of the mother as to the 
woper feeding of the child. 
Igno- 
rance is an inexcusable crime when 
: comes to the care of an infant. 
The skin of a baby is the best pos- 
ible index to the condition ,x>f the 
igestion. Any rash, redness or suc- 
ession of pimples may be due _ to 
mproperly prepared 
cow's milk, 


o a lack of the proper constituents 
n the mother's milk, to too frequent 
eedings or to the,, lack of orange 
uice or tomato juice, which should 
e made a part of every baby's diet. 
In my opinion, the , mothers of 
America are so well taught that 
matters of this soft may be said to 
>e part of the common knowledge. 
f any mother has a suspicion that 
he is not fully informed, she should 
alk to her doctor or to some other 
>erson who has studied the needs of 
he baby. 
In any event, watch the skin, and 


f it becomes irritated consult you:- 
riend—the doctor.

F all modern Inventions thef The x-ray-is a species of elecWc. 


magical machine that most 
closely approaches black art, 


necromancy, is the one from 


which shines the light that pene- 
trates solid substances, 
popularly 


oiown as the X-ray. 
Unlike most inventions this mar- 


velous machine was not a. develop- 
ment of things which had gone be- 
fore, but came full panoplied out of 
'he unknown through the agency 
of Professor TV. C. Roentgen, of the 
German University of Wurzburg. 


German savants led the world in 
medical and scientific discoveries 
during the lafct half of fie nine- 
teenth century, but their greatest 
contribution to medical craft was 
undoubtedly the X-ray, 
Professor Roentgen introduced an 


astonished world to his new ray in 
November, 1895. After thirty years 
it is an integral part of surgery and 
has come very near to making it an 
exact science. 
' 
In the old days doctors guessed 


where a bone was broken, or a bul- 
let was lodged. 
They 
surmised 


from symptoms that there might be 


light that is invisible to the naked 
eye. It cannot be bent from its 
course kv a. prism or lens. It is so 
subtle, penetrating and insidious 
that it cannot be barred out like 
sunlight, but passes through wood, 
paper—even a book 1,000 pages 
thick—and through most metals.

To Wash Silks 


The silk wash frocks that are so 


popular this summer can be easily 
laundered at home. The work should 
be done quickly so the colors do 
not run. 


Add one tablespoonful of any re- 


liable soap flakes to a quart of very 
hot water and whisk it until you 
have good suds; then add cold water 
until the soapy solution is almost 
cool. 
Press the garment up and 


down in this, working the suds thru 
the soiled spots. Rinse in several 
waters of same temperature as the 
first until the last water is clear. 
Squeeze the 
garment Instead of 


wringing it. Hang in the shade and 
iron before it becomes dry. Do not 
sprinkle silks, this causes spots. 


Silk can be ironed either on the 


wrong or right side. In latter case 
cover with a thin cloth; this method 
is preferable If the silk is very thin. 


If the silk Is too wet when ironed 


it may become 
stiff 
and 
papery 


which Is quite objectionable. Never 
use a hot iron as this will injure 
the fiber, it also gives an unnatural 
stiffness to the silk and may change 
the color. 


If you want to retain the original 


crlspnes£ use gum arable. Add about 
two level teaspoonfuls of the powd- 
ered gum to one quart warm water. 
Strain thru a cloth and use this as 
the final rinsing w,ater. It is advis- 
able to have this ready before be- 
ginning to wash as silk should be 
speedily put thru the entire washing 
process.

There won't be any old-fashioned campaign.

Now that some brave souls right 
In the neart of the literary circle have said 
our say for us about Conrad, we can pass 
on to the next with a cheerful mien. 


Are the later outputs of short stories poor

The more prosperous 
magazines are said to pay all the way from 
$800 to ?2,000 for a good short story, but if 
they are exchanging that amount of lucre for 
* lot of those they print, we are sorely tempted 
to leave even so pleasant a task as Men and 
Things and saw out a few of our own, even 
tho that would add to our difficulties since we 
would have to take time off to endorse the 
check and to deposit it and. then find some- 
thing for which to exchange the money. When 
literary effort is so well repaid the result 
ought to be better than it is in a good many 
instances.
